Recently there has been much 
conflict between the President's 
office, the Hornet newspaper 
and the Student Senate. .This 
problem has all but paralyzed 
the effectiveness of student 
government. We feel that the 
Hornet needs to revise its 
approach to editorialization and 
re-define unbiased reporting. A 
student newspaper should 
contain campus news with 
editorials as separate items. 
Freedom of the press and 
freedom of speech are 
undeniable rights that must be 
protected but also must be used 
responsibly. The student body 
president had a responsibility to 
point this out. However, proper 
channels should have been used 
without threatening the removal 
of funds. 

We seek this office as 
concerned students. Being 
business majors we are aware of 
the responsibilities of managing 
over $300,000 of student funds 
We also realize the necessity for 
honest involvement in student 
government 
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In the past few years at SSC, it 
has always been difficult to 
make the transition from one 
administration to the next. The 
occurance of this problem has 
been a result of the new 
administration’s unfamiliarity 


with past administrative 
programs. Consequently, many 
important programs are stalled. 
By the time the new officers 
have laid their own ground work 
they are out of office and the 
cycle begins again with the next 
administration. 

We, Bill Schneider and Bob 
Derby, feel that it is quite 
apparent that me-tooism is 
prevalent in this campaign. 
Candidates are demanding 
increased funds to EOP, Child 
Day Care Center, Alternative 
Education, etc.—programs we 
are already working with at the 
campus level, the community 
level, the State level, and in the 
case of EOP at the Federal level. 
We, Bill Schneider and Bob 
Derby, are running on an 
experience platform. We are in 
the midst of presently organizing 
an Alternative Education 
Council which will oversee the 
AE classes and assure the 
program perpetuates itself. We 
are working with the student 
book exchange in an attempt to 
run a massive «xchange through 
the Associated Students office.

The executive is composed of S.J. for the osama 
concerned Quebecois, American 
refugees and Vietnamese 
ae POW STORY RESPONSE 


It should come as no surprise 
that there is in Viernam an 
overwhelming need for the basic 
necessities of life to cope with 
the difficult years ahead. While 
governments talk rehabilitation.

It is unfortunate (to say the 
least) that the recent article 
entitled “Who are the POW’s” 


The State Hornat. Tuesdav. April 11, 1972, Page 7 


by IRISH (AFS) was published 
by The State Hornet because of 


its misrepreseatations and 
hypocricies. The author 
maintained that he abhored 


mans inhumanity to man but 
provided excellent example of it 
in the form of his own feelings 
as he described them in his 
article. 

The inexcusable ignorance of 
facts that was displayed in this 
article cannot be tolerated. The 
author says that there ‘“‘may be 
600” POW’s and that they are all 
“flying personnel.” Actually 
there are 1,600 known prisoners 
of war or missing in action in 
Indochina. Of those, 800 are 
Navy or Air Forse pilots, 800 
others represent a mixture of 
personnel. As everyone is aware, 
that list grows almost daily. If 
the author had been informed 
and had done any reading such 
as the book entitled Five Years 
to Freedom by James N. Rowe 
he would have been clearly 
aware that many of the POW’s 
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were “grunts” as he refers to 
them. 

The author prefers to 
differentiate ‘ between the 
wounded and POW’'s at every 
opportunity, but basically the 
differences do not exist. Both 
the wounded men and POW’s 
exist because they both obeyed 
orders, they both represent all of 
the socio-economic strata of this 
country, and they are all 
motivated by a variety of things. 
To suggest that POW’s possess 
“power” is ridiculous. Why does 
the author express outrage when 
a country maintains _its 
awareness of, and pity for, the 
men it has sent to do its battles? 
Why does he insist that these 
suffering and dying men be even 
more forgotten than they 
already are? Many of the POW’- 
fall into the category of 
wounded also. 

While it is true that our 
wounded are sometimes 
forgotten, and that we do owe

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them a lot and should face up to 
this debt by doing something 
about it now; it should not be at 
the price of inhumanity to 
others also in need. To redirect 
energy, money, and time away 
from the POW issue as he 
advocates is not the answer. 
There should be room within the 
heart and mind of each person 
for both groups of men, the 
wounded and the POW’s, 
Certainly, not even the wounded 
or POW’s themselves would 
advocate such an action. To be 
able to think of only a few 
illustrates the smallness of the 
individual. 

The author maintains that he 
has had past experience in 
Vietnam as a so called “grunt.” 
Therefore, he labels anyone 
outside this category as being 
“in favored positions.” This 
comes across to the reader as a 
display of jealousy. Further, he 
accuses others of perpetuating 
and extending the war. It is 
unfortunate that the author is 
not rational enough to realize 
that he himself must be found 
guilty of the same crime for his 
participation as a “grunt.” 
Generally, those ground soldiers 
who have had fighting have been 
glad to receive whatever air 
support possible. There is no 
distinction other than jobs done 
within the fighting ranks. It is a 
team effort. 

Although the author 
mairitains that it is not effective 
to write letters, past experience 
proves the contrary, It was not 
until the massive letter writing 
campaign that any prisoners 
were identified or released, that 
many POW’'s were allowed to 
write home, that Hanoi quit 
showing pictures of prisoners 
being mistreated, and, that they 
quit threatening to try the pilots 
as war criminals. Most informed 
individuals feel there is a direct 
relationship between the volume 
of letters going to Hanoi and to 
other Communist governments 
friendly to Hanoi, and the 
outward treatment of the POW’s 
and identification of MIA’s. 


It is not “mass hysteria” to 
care about fellow human beings 
who happen to be POW’s. Can it 
be that the author is further 
ignorant of the way our country 
left 389 men in Korea never to 
be accounted for? Could it be 
that he is willing to write off his 
fellow human beings now POW’s 
and MIA’s? One certainly cannot 
help but wonder just what side 
IRISH (AFS) is really on after 
reading what he has to say. In 
the name of good journalism and 
humanity I hone that you will 
find space to publish the true 
facts in a rational manner to 
attempt to rectify the wrong 
that IRISH has perpetrated on 
the readers of your paper.

REPLY TO COMMENTARY 


Editor, the Hornet: 

A reply to Diane Tsai’s 
misguided and morally indignant 
attack on Victor Comerchero’s 
insightful commentary of April 
Sth. 

Now that I have stated my 
bias, let me attempt to explain 
its basis. | can begin by pointing 
out to Diane that although the 
Affirmative Action Program 
does not create more injustice in 
the world, it does replace one 
manner of _ injustice with 
another. Obviously, as Victor 
points out, ‘the cultural biases 
that favor whites over 
minorities, men over women, 
need modifying”; but, within 
my sense of justice, this is not 
done by shuttling any group to 
the bottom of an application file 
simply because of an accidental 
cultural affiliation. This has been 
done to women and minorities 
for centuries. Are these groups 
now asserting that “turn about is 
fair play’? Tell me, Diane, how 
can you justify stepping into 
chauvinistic clothing? 

Indeed, you do create a victim 
with any hiring program the 


least bit likened to a 
$0%/25%/25% hierarchical 
breakdown, or set up, within the 
scheme. Yes, compared with the 
previous and present hiring 
practices in favor of white males, 
this does seem fair, if there is to 
be a more than ninety degree 
shift. Yet, it is‘ not 
fair—realizing, of course, that 
the bounds of fairness rest in 
each of us and are defined 
thusly. And to me, fair implies 
an equal chance for 
all...regardless of Race, Color, 
Creed, or white maleness. Could 
it be that ideals don’t work 
because people use them for 
their own favor? 

Personallv. 1 do not consider a 
14 year shuffle to the bottom 
of the pile as a mere slowing 
down of a career. That is 
probably more than one-fifth of 
one’s lifetime. If I were to spend 
six, seven, or eight years seeking 
the requirements for a specific 
career I wished to follow only to 
find that I had a .25n chance of 
getting into this profession 
because I was born white, would 
I not have the right to feel 


victimized as women and 
minorities now do? I might 
further assert that it is not 


relevant to this issue that I might 
have a better chance to secure a 
job outside of the academic field 
than would a woman of 
minority-group member. 

That is another social wrong, 
outside of the boundaries of this 
discussion, that must be 
rectified. The fact remains, if | 
spend severai years of my 
lifetime preparing for a specific 
profession, | would demand as 
much initial right in 
consideration for that job as any 
other qualified applicant. Don’t 
try to divert your frustrations 
and anger onto another social 
group, Diane. How much better 
it would be to do away with 
injustice of any nature, rather 
than hide it in one social context 
and then another and then 
another, etc., etc. 

I think Victor Comerchero’s 
anger, as he expressed it, is 
justified, just as I think your 
anger at the inequity inflicted on 
women and minorities in search 
of employment is_ justified 
However, I must refuse to accept 
the rectification of one wrong at 


the expense of another social 
group. Especially when the vast 
majority of the potentially 
victimized group has not had 
any hand in _ the past 
victimization of the opposing 
group. That is the type of 
punishment that we have all felt 
to be an injustice, when the 
entire class was punished for the 
wrong of one student. 

Although I do not foresee 
myself seeking the “fruits of the 
earth here in America’”’ as they 
are embodied in the status of a 
college professor (for that whole 
Sstriving-for-security trip is a 
much bigger social ill, and the 
suppression of women and 
minorities is a sub-ill within it), 
equal opportunity is my 
right—regardless of the fact that 
I cannot help but remain a white 
male. To Heil with “‘a feeling for 
the common victimization of 
mankind.” For once in the 
history of social man, let us try a 
progressive idea over a divertive 
one: let us bury “victimization.”

Editor, the Hornet: 

The recent exchange of 
comments in tht Hornet by 
Victor Comerchero and Diane 
Tsai about the Affirmative 
Action Committee has been 
interesting and they have both 
voiced opinions reflecting the 
points of view of many people I 
have talked to on campus. They 
have both, however, failed to 
deal with the problems in its 
proper perspective. 

The Affirmative Action 
Committee, commendable as it 
is in its attempt to equalize 
opportunities for all people on 
campus, can be classes with 
busing for integration and most 
civil rights legislation as a 
band-aid program. Ali these 
programs are attempts to deal 
only with the symptom of the 
problem, not the problem itself. 

Mr. Comerchero says that any 
program which sets up a victim 
by definition, which encourages 
a victim-villain attitude, is an 
undesirable program, and he is 
correct, at least within my value

system. But how can we have 
social programs which are 
otherwise directed, given the 
American orientation of private 
interest? 

Miss Tsai says that reforms are 
always at someone’s expense, 
and it is true within the 
American system. But why 
should they not be at everyone’s 
expense? If equality is the true 
goal of our society then 
everyone should be willing to 
Share in the struggle, there 
should not be the division of 
interest and division of power 
which is now evident. 

I believe that we should have 
equal opportunities for women, 
yes, that we should have equal 
opportunities for minorities, yes, 
but given a system built on 
individual interest and 
competition, a system which 
encourages power struggles, 
equal opportunity can never be a 
reality. One person’s 
opportunity will always be at 
the expense of someone else. 
Unless and until we have a 
system which is built on caring 
for others, on “people power,” 
on equal rights for everyone, one 
which says “I want you to have 
the same as what I have,” not “I 
want the same as you’ve got,” 
the schisms and dichotomies will 
continue, the struggles will go on 
and the people will be divided. 


I support busing, I support 
civil rights legislation, and I 
support the Affirmative Action 
Committee, but I do so with the 
knowledge that they are 
programs which perpetuate the 
problems they are meant to deal 
with, and that they create new 
divisions within the society. I do 
not delude myself that they are, 
any of them, or all of them, 
going to solve the problems of 
inequality. If we really want to 
solve the problems of inequality 
in this society, we must start 
where the problem starts. We 
must deal with the values of the 
society, with the class system 
and the distribution of wealth 
and power. Dealing with 
anything less than that is merely 
diversionary and temporary.

Comerchero’s defense of this 
new (white male dominant) 
oppressed class very touching, 
but I would be more convinced 
by his concern for the oppressed 
had he been equally concerned 
about ali the women and 
minority graduate students who 
in past years have been denied 
employment at Sacramento 
State College. Where was your 
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THE DANCING STARLETS’ 


moral outrage, Mr. Comerchero, 
when no women or minorities 
were being hired? Or do you 
protest only when white males 
are affected? 

In effect, Mr. Comerchero and 
others who think as he does, are 


reacting as did the Southern 
whites when = slavery was 
abolished. I can hear some 


paternal figure saying to a young 
plantation owner who had just 
lost his source of income, that is, 
his slaves “What we = are 
witnessing in this Program is not 
justice but vengeance 
masquerading as justice” 
(quoted from Mr. Comerchero’s 
diatribe}. Perhaps only half the 
slaves should have been freed at 
first? 

To be fair to Mr. Comerchero, 
let us admit that what he is 
protesting is merely _ the 
elimination of income based on 
the oppression of minorities and 
women rather than of income 
based on the literal enslavement 
of human beings. However, the 
blacks trapped in the ghettos 
and the women trapped in 
kitchens by the prevalent 
cultural attitudes teaching them 
that they are not the equals of 
the dominant white male, might 
find this distinction a rather fine 
one. (Notice, by the way, that 
the students cited by Mr. 
Comerchero as among his 
“finest’”’ are all white males; my 
own experience leads me to 
conclude that excellence is 
equaily distributed among male 
and female students. Perhaps |..r. 
Comerchero is not concerned 
about the excellent female or 
minority graduate students who 
have been and are still being 


denied employment at most 
universities and colleges? 

These prejudicial and 
discriminatory attitudes will 
continue to prevail in our 


society until strong affirmative 
action procedures are initiated 
to correct them. Moreover, until 
the educational institutions serve 
as models by changing the 
composition of their faculties 
and student bodies, there is little 
hope that society as a whole will 
begin to eliminate unjust 
practices and attitudes. The 
college should serve as a model 
for change; Mr. Comerchero 
apparently wants it to serve asa 
model of Nixonism—as a model 
of how to avoid necessary and 
immediate change. 

He does, however, among his 
many rhetorical, sentimental, 
and somewhat hysterical 
questions, ask one that should 
be seriously considered: “‘Why 
must reforms occur overnight 
(defined in his essay as 14 
years), at someone’s expense?” 
There are two ways of answering 
that question—one moral, one 
legal. Since Mr. Comerchero has 
attempted to gain the moral high 
ground and has slipped instead 
into the Pit of Discrimination, 
let us consider the moral issue 
first. 

To begin with, let us agree 
that the number of new faculty 


(TOPLESS & BOTTOMLESS) 
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positions is rather limited. 
(Reagan’s blue pencil has 
eliminated far more job 


opportunities for young white 
males than has the Affirmative 
Action Program, but I have not 
read a full length article by Mr. 
Comerchero protesting Reagan’s 
victimization of the y oung white 
male graduate student.) Most 
applicants for positions 
therefore will be rejected. Are all 
of the rejected applicants, black 
and white, male and female, 
being victimized? Or are only 
the young white males in that 
rejected group being victimized, 
being sent “to the gas stations”? 
In actuality, whoever obtains a 
faculty position is gaining it at 
the expense of many other 
people The question then 
becomes not who should be 
victimized but who should be 
hired. 

Since Sacramento State 
College has on its full-time 
faculty approximately 5% ethnic 
minorities and approximately 
16% women, these groups 
clearly have been discriminated 
against in the past. Should 
discriminatory patterns be 
continued in the present and 
future simply to avoid rejecting 
the applications of a few more 
white males than ordinarily 
would be rejected? Perhaps Mr. 
Comerchero thinks that women 
and minorities can find jobs in 
the universities, in other 
colleges, in the junior colleges or 
outside of college teaching more 
easily than can white males? 
May I refer him to statistics in 
the Wall Street Journal and 
other sources indicating that the 
unemployment rate has risen 
more for women and minorities, 
especially blacks, than for white 
males. Statistically, therefore, 
white males have a better chance 
of finding employment in this 


society than do women and 
minorities. Would Mr. 
Comerchero then have 


Sacramento State College, out of 
pity for the dominant white 
males, continue a pattern of 
discrimination against oppressed 
minorities and women? I think 
Mr. Comerchero’s argument 
collapses of its own absurdity. 
Second, the legal necessity of 
reform has been made clear by 





Federal Rules and Regulations 
concerning Affirmative Action 
Programs (Title 41; Part 60-2). 
“An affirmative action program 
is a set of specific and 
result-oriented procedures to 
which a contractor commits 
himself to apply every good 


faith effort. The objective of 
those procedures plus such 
efforts is equal employment 


opportunity. Procedures without 
effort to make them work are 


meaningless; and effort, 
undirected by specific and 
meaningful procedures is 


inadequate....The goals and time 
tables developed by the 
contractor should be attainable 
in terms of the contractor’s 
analysis of his deficiencies and 
his entire affirmative action 
program.” Acting in good faith 
to remedy deficiencies cousd 
well involve compensatory hiring 
at the associate and full 
professor level of women and 
minorities to those levels, since 
both such procedures are 
recommended by the 
government regulations. 
However, the Affirmative 
Action Program at Sacramento 
State College has not 
recommended, for example, that 
large numbers of women be 
hired or promoted to change the 
percentage of women who are 


full professors from 
approximately 9% to _ the 
standard of 50%. Nor has the 
program requested faculty 


members to give up 1/4 time to 
hire women or minorities, as Mr. 
Comerchero has ironically 
suggested. Nor has the program 
asked any associate or full 
professors to resign in order to 
make room for minorities or 
womeri. 

Instead the Affirmative 
Action Program merely has 
requested that departments hire 
in accordance with affirmative 
action principles; that is, that 
the departments attempt to 
rectify the imbalance now 
existing by hiring primarily 
minorities and women. 

Is this program truly one that 
“is extreme in the worst sense of 
that word’? Or is it only Mr. 
Comerchero’s rhetoric that is 
extreme? —_ Ellen Rosser Smith
